The allowability of the independent claims resides, at least in part, in that closest prior 
art of record Haussecker (U. S. 2004/0213443) does not disclose or suggest, alone or in 
combination, outputting an integrated design topology solution for fabrication of the 
interbody fusion case in response to the macroscopic structural layout and the 
microscopic structural layout, in combination with the other elements and features of the 
claimed invention.
